You may also not be prepared to believe 
uhat ito.iure you is true, tliat after receipt of my request, uliicli v/as}a n specific pro- 
vision of the Archives* rules on tliat material, those rules were changed and the 
ciianged rule was sworn to as the only one applicable . I was pro se and did not know how 
to bring t at to Judge Resell* s attention. What I wanted to show and wanted the pictures 
for is not at all what the Archives represented to him. Those pictures would not and when 
taken did not show any blood, moreover, if they had, I did not need them if ,as 1 never did, 

X lind uny interest in sho./ing any bliod. Iloroover, and if you Question my word, I will send 
you tli; proof: the Archives and the FBI liad^arlier riven mo pictures of no use at all as 
evidence tliat are simply full of blood-ity color. 

I v/as the first to request access to the autopsy film. You denied me access. Later, 
after others had been given access end their statem nto were used against the Kennedy family. 
Dr. Rlioads solicited me to refile ray application. I had a friend who is a radiologist but 
because by then 1 as convinced tliat I did it would in some way be used agapo; against 
the family* s interest, I delinc^, spelling tliat out to him. As you kno;/, in addition to the 
artist *3 rendition of tliera they have been leaked. I was riven a set I did not ask fior and 
liavo not used them and will not. 

I liavo never had the interest represented. And as you should know if you do not, the

including, their letter reporting tliat the knot on the tie could not be photog -aphed because 
it was unknotted ktill again). If you suspect that I liave in any way misrepresented, perhaps 
you would ask tliat these pictures and tliat letter be sent to you so you can satisfied your- 
self and then mail them to mo. 

I an the only writer who not only eschews the multitudinous conspiracy theories, when 
it appears necessary £ debunk tliem.lly work is entirely factual. I believe tliat Senator Ken- 
nedy was aware of this when lie saw to it tliat the leg cl frive of the 1974 FOIA amend- 

ing in clear in reflecting tliat official mendacity in one of my earliest of FOIA lav/suits re- 
stored the ane Jong; of the investigator^filec exemption. 
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I enclose that pace of the Uongressional Accord.

the thre > parallel ctripe pattern as a oinilo stripe. 

It is~fciK r ''character of tlie photograpliio work tliat caused me to ask for copies to be 
made fot my study and then possible use.only^by tlie Archives 1 phoibgi'aphor, not ono of 
the FBI lab. 

I regret very much tliat the victims wore further victimized but it you know anothing 
at all about my writing or speaking you know X never did tliat. I also do nothing at all 
hi?p it in the bo lc about to be published. ,
